I 
can remember at least 10 shows that Mat made us late to because he needed to go 
and make more copies for the show. Countless other inconveniences were caused me 
by RxR and boy did I ever abuse Mat for it. I never thought I'd be sad to see RxR 
gone, but now that it is, I miss it, and I appreciate how important it was to the 
scene and most of all to Mat. RxR was Mat's outlet and even in its silliest 
moment was Mat's heart and soul. I'm sory I didn't appreciate it more at the time 
and I'm sorry I picked on Mat so much for it. As you read this book I think you 
should try to appreciate Mat for giving the scene something when for so long there 
was nothing and although it may be overdue I just wanted to say thanks to mat for 
putting up with me for 3 years and still being my friend and that IY you even if 


your stupid zine did make me miss a good show. 


Before y'all get started on this, there 
are a few things that need to be said. 
Just some last minute notes and reminders. 


When reading this stuff, remember that a 
lot of it is meant to be taken tongue in 
cheek. My sarcasm doesn't translate into 
print well, so keep this in mind. 


Also, keep in mind that this was created 
over a three year period. There were lots 
of times in those three years that I made 
mistakes and there are lots of times I 
changed my mind. So bear with me. 


One thing I was really tempted to do 

when I was putting this together was to 
fix all those typos I made over the years. 
But I decided to leave them in. RxR was 
all about typos and carelessness and mis- 
takes. _If I took them out, the zine 
would be different than when it original- 
ly appeared. Trust me. 


I also left in places where I slagged 
people I would later become friends with. 
I winced when I read some of these, but 
they had to stay. 


I really only removed 2 things from RxR. 
Both were kind of silly pieces poking fun 
at a person I was friends with at the time. 
Well, she didn't find the first amusing and 
she found the second downright hurtfull, 
and as a result, we are no longer friends. 
I feel pretty bad about this. She won't be 
reading this, so there is no point mention- 
ing her name. But if you know who she is, 
tell her I'm sorry.

Most Radio Riots appeared in the one 
page 84 x 11 inch double sided form. 

But some issues were bigger or longer, 
or had more pages. I had to do a little 
cut and paste to make them fit into this 
book, but I don't think that has changed 
them much. 


In the beginning, I did only about 200 
copies of each issue. But after a few 
months, this increased to 800. -It re- 
mained stable at that number until the 
end, although sometimes a big show would 
warrant more. The breakdowns are as 
follows: 200 went to individuals in the 
mail. 200 more got split up in three 
ways and sent to places like Texas, 
Berkeley, Madison, and Minneapolis, 

and then 400 would get handed out to 
kids. Big thanks goes out to all those 
who help with distro in foreign cities 
(yes, even you Job.) 


The name "Radio Riot" actually came from 

a Radicts'song. They were a band that I 
liked a whole lot when I started my radio 
show, and that particular song seemed like 
a good name for what I wanted to do. The 
zine started out as an offshoot of the show, 
so it natural that it would take its name. 


Remember that the current RxR address is the 


75 Nichol one on the back cover of this zine. 


Mail sent to the College Ave address or the 
Union St one will probably not reach me. 


Also, Keep in mind that a lot of these 
addresses are pretty old. So be careful 
if you want to try to order any of these 
products. They are probably sold out. 
But who knows. 


I've done a few zine things since RxR, but 
they obviously don't belong here. They are 
all sold out. Sorry.

He 
told me that they don't do it every week, but 
no-one really hesitates to jump in a car and 
drive half a day to see some good bands.

One must realize that wrong use of CDs 
and not the disc themselves are causing the it 
death of vinyl. . This must be stopped. Buy om 
both, but only if you get you money's worth. 
But what about the places where vinyl is long 
gone, like the chain stores in the local 
mall? Would you really want punk banished 
from those stores as well? Think back; 
where. would you be right now if your local 
hometown record store didn't sell punk music? 
Would you limit some kid, who is trying out 
various new musics, to the top 40 and metal 
. drivel that would remain in those stores. 

As of now you can get Fugazi and Lifetime in ¥ 
Sam Goody's and other chains. Would you want 
to take that away fram someone who has no 
other way to reach punk music? 

Overall, CDs can be good, but only if 
shaped that way. Only buy cheap CDs or ones 
with extra music (not one or two bonus 
tracks, but lots extra). Music houses feel 
pain in but one place: the wallet. If 
enough people are unhappy enough with CDs to 
warrant a change, one will come.

Punk rock’s violent man 
found dead in East Village 


The most violent man in rock is dead. GG Allin, whose 
extreme brand of punk rock included defecating on 
stage and frequent fist fights with the audience, was 

‘found dead at 9:20 yesterday 
morning at 29 Avenue B, ac- 
cording to a police spokesman. 
Cause of death was not immedi- 
ately known. 

Allin, who lived in the East Vil- 
lage and whose full name was 
Kevin Michael Allin, was 36. 

4 “I think it's safe to say he 
‘| OD'ed," said the rock singer's 
brother, Merle Allin, who 
played bass guitar in his band. 
‘| “Though with GG you never 

* | know.” 

Merle said that his brother, 
who played a last, brief set Sun- 
day evening at the Gas Station, 

at Avenue B and Second Street, had been “partying all 
day and all night” Sunday. 

GG Allin died as he lived. Backed by his band, the Mur- 
der Junkies, he had only gotten as far as the second song 
in his set at the Gas:Station before he began fighting 
with audience members. Technicians turned off the 
sound, ending the show. 

According to witnesses, the rocker was at one point 
thrown through a drum set, and later smashed himself |i 
through a french door, emerging from the Gas Station |! 
covered in blood. 

The crowd at the Gas Station should consider itself 
lucky. Two years ago, in Orlando, Fla, Allin was ar- 
rested after he defecated on stage and then threw his fe- 
ces at the audience. 

“He believed that he was the rock and roll messiah, 
and that he was trying to bring danger back into rock 
and roll,” said Merle. “He was by far the most outra- 
geous performer who ever hit a stage.” 

According to filmmaker Todd Phillips, whose docu- 
‘| mentary “Hated: GG Allin and the Murder Junkies” 

plays Thursday nights at the Anthology Film Archives, 

Allin had been arrested 52 times for his various onstage 

activities. He had also occasionally threatened to kill 

himself on stage. F 

Allin, raised in Lancaster, N.H., was also prolific as a 
rocker. He recorded 18 albums with different bands, 
amongthemthe Jabbers and the AIDS Brigade. His

fly. I've heard things like, "What is 


HE doing here. HE doesn't like hardcore. 


and “That person's only here to hang 
out.", or the worst, "She's only here 
because of her boyfriend." This is 
the same elitist and exclusionary att- 
itude that kills scene after scene. 
These people claim to be protecting 
the integrity of their scene. But 
are they really? Many new people 
go to shows to check out the music, 
or at least to check things out. 
By cutting off this flow of potential 
new kids, you are nipping your future 
right in the bud. These people com- 
eg plain how that the scene sucks, but 
Ss take an active role in limiting: it. 
I find it also ironic that many of 
the people making these rash judgements 
are often newcomers themselves, only 
not so fresh. Hurm. 
So why are people at shows? The same 
? exact reason as anyone is. They want 
to be there. They want to see bands, 
hang out and schmooze with friends, 
although not always in that order. 
Face the facts: a hardcore show is 
a social event, like it or not. Hard- 
core is a hell of a lot more than 
just music and jumping off a stage. 
It's gathering with friends, hanging 
out and exchanging ideas. I've been 
to plenty of shows where I don't like 
many of the bands, or only watch one 
me or two. I sometimes just go to hang 
m out, or buy records or zines, or even 
ea just to kill an afternoon. Do I not 
“af belong? Face it bud, I paid the same 
five bux that you did. 
That brings me to another point.

IM: A lot of Radio Riot today 
deals with Straight Edge. What 
does Straight Edge mean to you in 
1993? 


Mat: It’s living my life the best 
I can and living it as 
intelligently and safely as 
possible.

I think a lot 
of punkere will make a lot of 
high standards for society and 
gay things are fucked up but 
then they won't be able to apply 
those values to their own lives. 
There's a lot of punks who say 
“Fuck Big Business!" but when 
punks themselves start to fuck 
up and do really fucked up things 
people act like “Oh well, he‘s 
my friend”, There's the incident 
of a certain band's roadie who 
hurt a friend of mine very badly 
and she talked to the band and 
said “I need this person to stay 
in the area, please don't take 
him on tour with you" and they 
were basically like “Well, he's 
our friend". If you do something 
that's fucked up and you do it 
on purpose you should be pointed 
out. You shouldn't be immune 
from criticlem just cause you're 
in @ cool band. People like Sam 


McPheeters, in early Dear Jesug 

he talked lots of shit about bande 
like Raw Deal and No For An Answer, 
he interviewed Dan O'Mahoney and 
basically tore him a new asshole 
because he was signing to Hawker 
Records. They were legitamate 
questions but Sam gets mad if you 
question his involvement with 
Dutch East Imports. Recently in 
Radio Riot I cut out something 
from Dear Jegug in which he's 


interviewing Ian MacKaye and to me 
this saye everything about the 
Dutch East situation: “Dear Jesus: 
Large labels get a lot of 
criticiem from people not unlike 
myself for various reasons one of 
the main problems with ‘signing’ 
being that it divorces the band 
from the work involved. It 
enforces a rock star mentality 

in which the artistes feel 
free to have someone else do the 
work for them, and not have to do 
any of the actual work involved... 
a vital part of the band/audience 
relationship in any underground 
scene.” I don't think Sam ran hie 
label very well. He doesn't work, 
he doesn't have a job, he doesn't 
really do anything what could be 
so hard about doing a label well 
enough so that you'll have enough 
money to put out your next 10”.
